NEW 
YOKK,

29.— Henry 


George, the candidate of theJefferaonian 
Democracy for mayor of Greater New 
York, died in the Union Square hotel at 
4.45 o'clock tbie morning. 


George arrived at the hotel about 1 


o'clock thie morning. He had j'uat come 
from eeveral large mass meetings in the 
boroughs of Qaeena and Brooklyn. The 
work of tbe irgbt eeenied to have told 
on him. He complained of being tired, 
but the friends 
and relatives who 


awaited him thought it only the natural 
fatigue that follows such bard campaign 
work ae George had been doing. 


He grew gradually unconecloas and 


died wit Li 111 an hour after tbe physician 
(Dr. Kelly) wno called at 3.45 p.m. The 
physician at once recognizgd that all 
efforts were hopoleae. 


When tho news of Henry George's 


death was received at Democratic bead- 
quarters orders were sent to all the 
printers who had been printing all doc- 
uments hearing the tiame of Henry 
George. Tho following was aunt by 
Judge Van Wyck to Mrs. George : 


"1 am inexpressibly shocked. 
No 


words can express my regret or my Bin- 
cere sympathy. 


"HoiiKirr A. VAN" WYCK." 


General Tracy : "I regret exceedingly 


this unfortunate affair. 1 had the high- 
est respect for Mr. George personally." 


Mayor Gtousoii of Long Island Olty, a 


candidate for tnuyor ol Greater Now 
York,eaid: "Mr. George WBB indeed 
the friuud of tho workingtnan, honest in 
his bellelB, His death will completely 
chantte the complexion of tbe political 
situation. The vote which would have 
been cast for Mr. George next Tuesday 
will be split up and 1 freely believe that 
75 per cent of them will now come over 
tome." 


Henry George epoke at Whlteatone at 


8 o'clock yesterday evening and made a 
speech at College Point and Flushing 
before returning to New York to speak 
at the Central opera house. Mrs. George 
went with him. All tbe halls In which 
he epoke were filled, and at College 
Point and Flush inn crowds were turned 
away. At Whiteetone he drove from 
the railroad station to tbe meeting hali 
at a gallop. To tbe cheering crowds he 
etui! : "I believe that all the needed re- 
forms tire summed up iu that philosophy 
—tbe right of every man to eat, to 
drink, lo apeak ae be sees fit, so long as 
be does not trench upon the rights of 
any other man. 


"t believe that God, tbe father, can 


take care of his laws. There is no need 
for us to get into trouble trying to med- 
dle with God's laws to enforce them. It 
I am elected, and I believe that I will be 
elected, I will enforce tbe laws upon the 
rich and poor alike, 


"f have pledged myself to search out 


the charges popularly made against 
Richard Croker. If 1 am elected these 
charges shall be investigated. If they 
shall prove untrue let him go back to 
England or to any land he pleases. But 
if they are true," Mr. George's voice 
rang out in tones that excited tbe audi- 
ence, ''let the law bo enforced. Let 
him go to the penitentiary, lie shall 
go there." 


Mr. George picked up hie hat saying 


good-by and started for the door. The 
crowd rose, cheering, elbowed 
and

out their hands to touch his clothing.

closely packed in the ball. Mr. George 
was introduced as the friend ot tbe 
workingmen. 


He began : "I have never claimed to

What he wanted was to 
bring good government to New York. In 
this telegram I believe I have merely 
voiced the sentiment of the friends of 
good government and given expression 
to tbe thought that will first enter tbe 
mind of young Mr.Gflorge when hecon- 
aidera the effect of his father's death 
upon the campaign in progress. I shall 
write him today and give my reasons for 
this position more fully."

Ex-Governor John P. Altgeld, who is 
taking the mud batha at this place, in 
an interview with the Associated Press 
correspondent today expressed himself 
as follows regarding tbe death of Henry 
George: "Henry George waa one of tho 
great men of the age, and he made a 
deeper fmpreasion on the economic 
thought of his country than any other 
man. He was true and patriotic, and 
nlwd7B on tho cide of jnetcnantl strug- 
gling humanity. His fame will grow 
broader with time."

late to permit of general editorial com- 
ment in the afternoon papers. The 
Kclio, however, refers to his worldwide 
fame and eays : Tbe ncwa has come aa 
a great shock to bis friends in England.

consideration.,' 


The end was peaceful, and Henry 


George died without pain. Thie man of 
mighty brain and undaunted courage 
was physically frail, and the strain oJ 
an exciting campaign requiring speech* 
making at points many miles apart, 
night after night, was more than nature 
could stand. He kept it up to the end, 
and only a lew hours before tbe dread 
neeeeneer cried "halt I" Henry George 
isd addressed three enthusiastic audi- 
uces.

HENRY GEORGE. ESTEEMED 


The dMtb of Henry George, who was 


the candidate for mayor of Greater Kew 
York of the "Jeffersonian Democracy," 
will be widely regretted. Hia ability as 
• writer on economic subjects earned 
him the respect of those who knew him 
as an author, while Inequalities of heart 
won tbe affection of those who knew him 
as a friend. 


Uis fame will reat chiefly upon his 


book "Progress and Poverty," which 
baa been translated into nearly all the 
European languagea. In it he eipresned 
those views on land with which hie 
name has since become BO thoroughly 
identified and which have been elabor- 
ated during the years, intervening be- 
tween the publication of the book and 
MB death. Though an able advocate and 
a keen debater, the progress of tbe sin- 
gle-tax propaganda haa been very elow, 
the chief objection raised against tte 
theory being tbat it ia too radical. 


Mr. George was also a prominent free 


trader; indeed, his viewa on the tariff 
were ae extreme aa hia opinions on the 
land question, and in 1SSG be published 
a book entitled "Protection and Free 
Trade," which is considered a master 
argument by those who believe in the 
English doctrine.

ner ot Mariposa and J streets. They re- 
ceived reepoctlul attention and alter the 
eervicBH n number of people shook hands 
with them, approving tbo words that 
bad been spoken.

oversight. His cholor, though none tho 
loss spovtMiin, developed a quality which 
had sumo of the characteristics of senil- 
ity, und yet ho was still in his prime 
and passed for a sound man. Ho was a 
bachelor and had lived always alone, 
but presently ho began to shirk solitude 
at night and court it in daylight. His 
brother officers dialled him, and there- 
upon ho would laugh in rather a forced 
and silly fashion quito different from 
tho ordinary way with him, and would 
somettmcH, on theso occasions, blush so 
violently that his face would become 
almost purple- His soldierly alertness 
and sternness relaxed surprisingly at 
times and at others were exaggerat- 
ed into niimwcttsiry acerbity, his con- 
duet in this regard suggesting that of a 
drunken man who knows that ho is 
drunk and vt ho now and then makes a 
bravo effort to appear sober. All these 
things and more, indicating some mental 
strain or fiomo dreadful apprehension, 
or perhaps something worse than either, 
were observed partly by mo and partly 
by an intelligent officer whoso watch 
upon tho man had been secured by me. 


To ho more particular, the aiUictcd 


man was observed often to start sudden- 
ly and in alarm, look quickly round and 
make some unintelligent monosyllabic 
answer, seemingly to an inaudible ques- 
tion that no visible person had asked. 
Ho acquired the reputation, too, of hav- 
ing taken lately to nightmares, for in 
the middle of tho night lie would shriek 
iu tho most dreadful fashion, alnrming 
his roommates prodigiously. After tlwt» 
attacks ho would sit up iu bed, his rud- 
dy face devoid of color, his eyes glassy 
and shining, his breathing broken with 
gasps and his body wet with a qold per- 
spiration.

Uliisli-al Mexico. 


Ono does not havo to travel far or 


stay long in Mexico to discover that it 
is quite'as much a musical country as 
any other in tho world. Kvon tho stay 
at home Americans, a down or so years 
aKo, fiuiuicd that they had mudu this 
discovery when Mexican military bauds 
and tyiiieal urchustru.4 began to "tour" 
thu United States, afitouisliing as well 
as duliKhting the crowds they attracted 
everywhere. But the truth is, tho Amer 
it-an stay at homos, with all their ad- 
miration for tho music tho Mexicans 
brought to them, ginned scarcely any 
idea of bow far the Mexicans wero to bo 
classed as a musical people.
